said state—that so long as the Governor 
of tho great stnto of Now York proposes 
to "pause" in tho work ofputtingdowntho 
rebellion until it WIIH manifest what was 
to be the policy of tho Administration in 
alt minor details, wo will nuvor bo able to 
restore the Union and vindicate tho supre- 
macy of tho laws. If the Republicans 
nominate Mr. Lincoln whoso Administra- 
tion, (in tho opinion of his opponents) has 
been characterized by a Hucoessuin of 
crimes and blunders that are wonderful 
and dangerous ; wo cannot hope for any- 
thing but tho bitterest opposition from the 
party that calls itself Democratic. If, on 
the othor hand, the Democratic party 
nominate General McClellan, as they will 
• be quite sure to do, but very fo w war men, 
anti-slavery men, or union men will sup- 
port him, and wo shall have an intensely 
bitter partisan warfare which will be nil 
hundred fold better to the rebels tlmn a 
battle won and a victory gained. 


Now, to bring the*e two antagoniptic 


parties together and* fuse them iuto one 
that shall have one faith, it is proposed to 
nominate Lieutenant General Grant, who, 
while his auti-sliuery sentiments and 
prestige as a war man vrould suit tho Re- 
publicans, would please tho Democracy 
for tho reason that he has been reared und 
educated in that political faith. Added to 
this is the General's well-known populari- 
ty with the soldiers, an clement of politi- 
cal strength that cannot be despised or 
ignored.

Grant will make a great ad- 
ministrator. Another reason urged for 
the nomination of General Grant !•>, that 
ho, as President of tho United States, 
wouldbeComraauder-in-Chiefof the Army 
and Navy and tlmt otioh a man, at the 
head of affairs in time of war, would bo of 
incalculable benefit to the nation, and 
that we should not bo tormented with sudi 
blunderers ns Hajleuk and "Welles. 


Tho objects sought to be accomplished 


by these well-disposed and pacific gentle- 
men, are in the highest degree command- 
R.blo and praiseworthy, but in our judg- 
ment, thoy arc as utterly impracticable as 
tlio attempt to fly a kite to the mcwn. These 
party antagonism* that prey upon our 
harmony and comfort, am inbred ami fun- 
damental, and tlicro must bo a total aban- 
donment of underlying principles upon 
one side or tho other, before tho two piirties 
will coalesce. If General Grant should 
win a great and decisho victory between 
this and tho meeting of the Baltimore 
Convention, and that Convention, in tho 
enthusiasm of the moment, should nomi- 
nate him for 'ho Presidency, docs any one 
imagine that tho Democracy at tho Chica- 
go Convention Vi ill endorse him ? Nay, 
if the Republicans were to nominate Gen. 
McClellan, that of iticlf would be

protected. This event created an intense 
excitement in tho United States, nnd Mr. 
Webster, then secretary of state, iu a let- 
ter addressed to Mr. Kdwaul Uverett, U. 
S. minister to London, mowed tho inten- 
tion of the government, in the interest of 
thc owners, to demand indemnification for 
the slaves. On March 21, 1812, Mr. Gid-' 
ding brought the subject befuio eongiess 
in n series of resolution--, in which it -wa^ 
declared that, if slavery was an abridg- 
ment of natural right,'it amid have no 
force beyond the territorial jurisdiction 
that created it; that whou n nhip left tho 
waters of any state, the per-onss on board 
ceused to bcbubject to tho ulave laws of 
such state, and thenceforth came under 
tlio jurisdiction of the 
(Tnited States, 


which had no constitutional authority to 
hold slaves ; that the persons on board tlie 
Creole, in resuming their natural rights 
of personal liberty, violated no law of the 
United States, incurred no legal penalty, 
and vvereju«tly liable to no punishment; 
nnd that any attempt to rc-cnslave them 
was unauthorized by the unHtStutinn und 
incompatible 
with the national honor. 


These resolutions created nn excitement 
so intense that Mr. Gi<lding«p yielding to 
the importunities of fcomo ofhis party 
friends, who thought the timo unfuvura- 
ble for theircoudidorution, withdrew them, 
declaring his inteution to present them on 
a future occasion. Mr. Botts ot Virginia 
thereupon introduced a resolution, declar- 
ing tho conduct of Mr. Giddingfi, in oflbr- 
ing tho resolutions, to bo " altogether un- 
warranted and unwarrantable, and de- 
son ing the were condemnation of the 
people of this country, and of this body in 
particular." The prouous question bo 
ing mo\ed, Mr. GicUltngs was denied the 
right of self-defence, and the resolution 
wns adopted by 123 yeas to GO nays.

If General Grant should 
win a great aud decisive victory between 
this and tho meeting of tbo - Baltimore 
Convention, and that Convention, in the 
enthusiasm of the., moment, should nomi- 
nate him for tho Presidency, dnes any one 
imagine that tho Democracy at tho Chica- 
go Convention will endorse him 1 Nay, 
if the Republicans were to nominate Gen.

At the close of his 
short term of service as a soldier he com'-, 
menced school teaching'."

'subject of slavery, he not only, took his 
stand by tho side of John Quincy Adams 
as a supporter of the right of petition; "but 
became at once 'a prominent champion of 
the abolition -of" slavery 
and the • slave 


trade in tho district of Columbia and tho 
territories under .the jurisdiction of the 
national, government. 
Attentive to-all 


the ordinary duties- of legislation, and :a 
frequent participator in discussions .re- 
specting tho tariff and other 'current po- 
litical topics, ho yet became distinguished 
chiefly by the zeal nnd pertinacity of his 
opposition to slavery. 
His first attempt 


to speak agaiost the slave -'trade in the 
district of Columbia was made Feb. H, 
1839, when he was silenced bj the en- 
forcement of a rule enacted for'the purpose 
of preventing the discussion of-that and 
kiudred topics. On Feb. 9, 1841. he de- 
livered his first anti-slavery sccech, upon 
the Indian war in Florida, which ho con- 
tended was begun and carried on in the 
interest of slavery. 
In the autumn of 


1841 the Creole, "and American vessel, 
sailed from Virginia for New Orleans, 
with a cargo of 136 slaves. 
The slaves" 


rose up in the master and crew, and, after 
a" brier struggle, in which they killed one 
man, took possession of the vessel and en- 
tered the British port of Nassau, whoro 
their right to freedom was recognized and 
protected, This event created an intense 
excitement in the United States, and Mr. 
Webster, then secretary of state, iu a let- 
ter addressed to Mr. Edward Everett, U. 
S. minister to London, avowed the inten- 
sion of the government, in tho intorest of 
the owners, to demand indemnification for 
the slaves. On March 21,1842, Mr. G id- 
ding brought the subject before congress 
in a series of resolutions, in wluch it was 
declared that, as slavery w;is au abridg- 
ment of natural right, it could have no 
force beyond tho territori.il jurisdiction 
that created it-; that when a ship left the

incompatible with" the national honor. 
These resolutions created nn excitement 
so intense that Mr. Giddings. yielding to 
the importunities of some of his party 
friends, who thought the time unfavora- 
ble for their consideration, withdrew them, 
declaring his intention to present them on 
a future occasion. Mr. Botts of Virginia 
thereupon introduced a resolution, declar- 
ing the conduct of Mr. Giddings, i-n offer- 
ing tho resolutions, to bo " altogether un- 
warranted and 'unwarrantable, and de- 
serving tho severe • condemnation 'of the 
peop_lc of this country, aud of this body in 
particular." The previous question be 
ing moved, Mr. Giddings was denied the 
right of self-defence, and the resolution 
was adopted by 12o yeas to 09 nays.

Giddings instantly resigned his seat and 
called upon his constituents to pronounce 
their judgment in the case, which they did 
iu re-electing him by :i large'• maJb'-:'
